Cadiz Pldsdzred — How Bbbkl Oitibbxs 
ct — Bolin and Elis Gang. — On Saturday, 
he 18th lcstant, a band of guerillas, number- 
Dg one hundred men, under command of the 
etorioas Captain Bolin, made a raid into 
ad is, Keutuoky. A large number of the 
jen were new recruits. Tho stores and pri- 
nts residences of Cediz owned by loyal men 
plundered iu iho most wanton manner, 
oods to the amount of $2,500 were stolen 
from the stores. Tbe principal sufferers by 
the raid were Scroggins, Rogan, & Brothers, 
and a gentleman named Burke. Tho rebel 
women of Cadiz greeted the guerillas with 
smiles, and many of the scoundrels were fa- 
vored with bu^s and kisses, a la Horgaa in 
tbe zenitb of his lame. The correspondent 
who writes us the above facts, with more 
ttnth than elegance, says: " We could see 
the s-ceeb girls running np and down Main 
Street afrer tbe rebels, like they would have 
done after an organ-grinder with bis dancing 
monkey." While the band remained in Cadiz, 
some of tbe most violent rebel citizens of the 
place mat ittsted much delight and wore very 
active in rendering assistance to the thieves. 
Only tbe bousos of loyal men were visited 
and plundered Nearly all of the rebels of 
the town have taken the oath of allegiance 
to the Federal Government and given heavy 
bonds to keep the oath valid. If our corre- 
spondent writes correctly, they have perjured 
themselves and violated their bonds. It 
wonld be well for the authorities to inquire 
nto the facts, and let every offender re- 
vive tbe full punishment due his crime, 
is bud enough to appland rebels fight- 
>n(T%pder their own flag for the es- 
tablisrassnt ot a Confederacy and the 
destruction of tbe Union; but, when assassins 
and robbers, w ho war solely for plunder, re- 
ceive encouragement from the enemies of our 
Government, we cannot find words sufficient- 
ly strong to conoi inn the unnatural proceed- 
ings. When an individual, who claims to be 
respectable and honorable, and professes reli- 
siots, stands by and gloats over the destruc- 
tion of tbe property of cis neighbor, he proves 
himself a hypocrite of the vilest kind — a de- 
mon unworthy of the name of man; and his 
punishment should be in proportion to his 
Crime. After pillaging the houses of the 
Union men of Cadiz, Bolin departed from the 
town, and, when last hoard from, his thieves 
wore actively engaged in stealing horses, 
shot-guns, pistols, ete., from the loyal people 
of Trigg county. We have not h6ard of any 
Federal lone being Bent in pursuit of the ma- 
rauding band. 

OtJTBAGlS OR TBS NASHTILL1 RaiLBOAD. — 

On Friday niirht last an obstruction was 
piaeed on tbe Nashville railroad, below Mitch- 
e'lville.

Petersburg is 
twenty-one miles gouts ot B chm«tid, at th» 
head of navigation for vessels. No boat 
drawing mote than six feet water can 
approacn nearer than Walthal's Lan i- 
ing, or within ei^iit miles. It is suscepti- 
ble of being strongly fortified and 
renddrtd almost imprcgeable from the 
commanding hills on the north and «outh, 
and with high ground od the eas' aad wst. 
The country occupied by ant forces is well 
watered, and, with the exception of one 
marshy p'.ace (Black water), is a rolling couo- 
try, and open generally, and suited Co' mili- 
tary movements. The Norfolk and Ci'y 
Pcint Railroad enters Pe'ersbuijt from the 
et-Et, tbe Raleigh and Wilmington road from 
tbe sou'b, the Lynchfeu-.g and Chattanooga 
from the west, and the Rn-bmon t from he 
north.

A Darino Advknicks— Ika B. TorrLS 
ikd his Scouts. — Ou the 11th of this mo 'b, 
John B. Tattle, the young, daring, and effi- 
cient Chief of Scouts of ib" Aitny of the 
Cumberland, at tee head of fonr of his men 
made a circuit to the rear ot the rebel army 
oonfroDting General Sherman, and Bad* a 
dash into Villerean, a small village sou'tiwest 
ot Atlanta, and u ed as a depot of i>npplie*. 
Rebel troop9 were camped in frout and '« the 
rear of the post, the camps being ab >ut one 
mile distant. A Lieutenaul-Cuionei, a Cap- 
tain, and three iesuiug Sergeants were touud 
in the piace in charge of the stores. So 
confident were tbe rebels thac the post 
was secure, tbat no other guani was 
stationed in the immediate vicinr.y. The 
officers aud sergeants were taken com- 
pletely by surprise by the eudieu 
descent of Tattle and his men. They were 
unarmed and fore d to surrender. The build- 
ings containing 50,000 butheis of cora and a 
lurge amount of bacon were fired by Tattle. 
Five army wagons loaded with bacou and 
clothing were also set ou fire. The t #o com- 
missioned rebel officers were then forced to 
mouut their hoises, and the daring scouts 
made a busty exit from tho place. The burn- 
ing buildings attracted tne attention of toe 
camps, and great com motion existed among 
the rebel soldiers. The hurnea forward to 
extinguish tbe fl»mea, and the Union scouts 
made good their escape. They butlaings were 
of a light, combustible nature, aud it is be 
lieved that they were entirely deairoyed.

She visited the West aad was re- 
cognized as the star among dancers 
inequailed in volaptuoua expression aud the 
graces which belong to theSuun> Sou u Uer 
last engagement was at Philadelphia, and 
tbrae she was taken seriously ill.

Crr Nails.— Amoag the appliances which 
have multiplied a thousand fold the power of 
man in moulding the substances of nature in- 
to forms adapted to the g. ratification of his 
wants, there are few, the Boston Bulletin 
says, that rank higher in importance than the 
humble little instrument which is named at 
the bead of this article. In numbers, nails 
surpass any other thing which is employed in 
tbe arts, and the part that tbey play iu the 
construction of cnrdwellidns, ships, furniture, 
and other fabrics is so great that, if they were 
annihilated, the whole order and movement 
oi lite wonld be changed. In the old plan 
of me'.ing nails by band, the end of the 
nail rod was heated, hammered down on 
an anvil into the required form, pain - 
ed, cut off, and headed. In the neighbjr- 
bood of Mancbes er, Mass , alone, sixty thou- 
sand persons were employed in this occupa- 
tion, and great numbers in all other parts ol 
the civilized world. By the present plan oi 
cutting the nails one steam engine drives sev- 
eral machines, and each machine makes a 
buodred nails per minute, the workmen hay- 
ing nothing to do but to lay on the plates 
and to put the finished nails into the kegs. 

The saving of labor is also very great to 
those who uso tbe nails. Wi<h the wrought 
nail it wns necessary to bore a hole in most 
kinds of wood before the nail wasdriveninto 
tbe solid wood without danger of splitting. 
Probably five or ten cut nails are driven in 
the same time as one wrought nail. The cut 
nail, too, from two of its sides being parallel, 
and from theroughmss of its edge, retains its 
bold more fitmly in the wood. Tho ma- 
chine! v for making cut nails is wholly 
of American invention, and 13 the result 
of a series of efloria by several different in- 
ventois. About the time of the close of the 
Revolutionary war, two brothers of the najis 
of Wilkinson, who had iron works in Cum- 
berland, R I., cut a lot ot nails from some old 
burrvl hoops — ' Spanish hoops," as they were 
called; and these are supposed to bare been 
tbe firs; cut nails ever niad?. The first patent 
for u nail cutting mucbine wus granted jU the 
23ti ot .Mi.rch, 1794, to Josiab G. Pearson, ot 
New Ysrk, aud from that time to 1817, more 
ttmn one hundred patents were issued. Iu 
1810, Albert Gallatin, Secretary of tue Treas- 
ury, made an elaborate report ou this subj jci, 
and be estimated that a mil! on oi dollars had 
then been expended in bringing nail-making 
rueobm ry to perfection. Tne michiuas ar 
now models of simplicity and nITi iilliWlUI 
and they release a vast number of b*nds 13 be 
employed in tbe production ot weulth inotner 
to. En s.

They final- 
ly, at dark, gave up the effort, and retreatsd 
across toe railroad bank, where they took up 
au advantageous posi'ion. 

Our loss was veiy light in killed aud 
wound* d, while that of the enemy, it is 3up- 
nneed, whs great. We lost a number of pris- 
oners, but ihe figures cannot be correctly 
given 

Tbe railroad from City Point to Petersburg 
is being placed in order, and an engine ant! 
cars are already procured to put on it as soou 
as it is iu running order. Suppiias. are Ms 
ceived at the Ironl regularly, aud the troous 
lack uothiug in this respect, though they suf- 
fer ecmcwbnt from a scarcity o' w iter.
